THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Lesson XI.—Third Quarter, 
For Sept. 12, 1909. 


THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. | 


Text of the Lesson, Acts xxi, 1-17. | 
Memory Verses, 13, 14—Golden Text, | 
Acts xxi, 14—Commentary Prepared | 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. \

When the time came to leave Tyre | 
the disciples there, men, women and | 
children, accompanied Paul's party out | 
of the city down to the shore, and | 
all kneeled down on the shore and | 
prayed. What an object lesson for | 
those who may have been looking on! 
There are always some watching us 
who draw their own inferences from | 
our conduct as to whether we are 
worldly or other worldly, whether we 
are for the most part in communion 
with earth or heaven. Some who bear 
the name of Christ have been known | 
to shrink from praying before others 
or even asking a blessing on their food. 
What can He think of those wf are 
thus ashamed of Him? (Matt. x, 33.) 

As at Miletus, so here at Tyre we 
have another painful separation when 
Paul and his companions set sail and 
the friends from Tyre return to their 
homes, but we trust that all hearts 
were more than ever turned to Him 
who is our continual habitation (Ps. 
Ixxi, 3) and from whose presence some 
day we shall go no more out. One day 
at Ptolemais, where they also found 
brethren, and then to Caesarea, where 
they tarried many days in the home of 
Philip the evangelist, who ,had four 
daughters, virgins, who did “prophesy. 
We recall that Philip was greatly used 
of God in Samaria and then to lead 
the Ethiopian treasurer to Christ, after 
which he preached in all the cities 
from Azotus to Caesarea (Acts vilil, 
40), but that seems to be the last we 
have heard of him till now. God gave 
to the churches apostles, prophets, 
evangelists, pastors and teachers for 
the perfecting of the saints, for the | 
work of the ministry, for the edifying | 
of the body of Christ (Eph. iv, 11, 12), 
and were it not that Philip is still | 
called the evangelist we might think | 
that he had become pastor of the, 
church at Caesarea and that Cornelius | 
and his household’ were members of 
that church. There are so many things 
‘we are. not told and we. are curious 
enough to want te, know, but we must 
wait to find out why we hear nothing / 
more of Philip’s active ministry and to 
learn what he was doing at Caesarea. 
Then these daughters of his—in what 
sense did they prophesy? 

Concerning it all it comes to me con- 
tinually that there is only One with 
whom we have to do. and if we are 
filling the place He assigns us, be its 
service small or great, that is all He | 
requires of us, whether other people 
know much or little or anything about 
it. He appoints to every one his work 
and says “occupy till I come” (Mark 
xiii, 34; Luke xix, 13). He knows in 
what part of His field His plants will 
thrive best and bear the fruit that He | 
desires, so it is ours to quietly abide. 
in Him and see no one but Jesus only. 
We may imagine what a time of pray- 
er and praise and study of the word 
these days in Caesarea were and how 
they would listen to Paul declaring 
what things God had wrought by his 
ministry (verse 19), for as he after- 
ward did at Jerusalem he probably did 
here also and elsewhere. While at 
Caesarea a prophet from Judea named 
Agabus by a striking object lesson 
foretold that at Jerusalem Paul would 
be arrested and imprisoned, upon 
which the disciples there as well as 
Paul’s own companions besought him 
hot to go to Jerusalem. Paul's reply 
to them all was that he was ready, 
not to be bound only, but also to die 
at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus (verse 13). Compare ‘his words 
to the Ephesian elders at Miletus in 
chapter xx, 24. Both of these are 
splendid utterances of a whole hearted 
servant of Christ who would not by 
any persuasion of friends be turned 
aside;from what he believed to be the 
Lord's way for him. When they saw 
that he would not be persuaded they 
simply ceased urging him and said, 
“The will of the Lord be done” (verse 
14). Being joined by several of the 
disciples from Caesarea and by an 
old disciple from Cyprus named 
Mnason, who was to lodge them, they 
in due time reached Jerusalem and 
were gladly received by the brethren. 
Thus ended the third missionary jour- 
ney. 

Concerning the will of the Lord to 
which they desired to submit whep 
they found that they could not per- 
suade Paul not to, go to Jerusalem, 
there can be nothing greater or higher 
and when His will shall be done on 
earth as in beaven that will be the 
kingdom of God on this earth. Our 
Lord Jesus could say, “I delight to do 
Thy will, O my God;” “My meat is to 
do the will of Him tbat sent me and 
to finish His work” (Ps. xl, 8: John 
iv, 34). In proportion as His will is 


done in us now, that good and accept- 
able and perfect will of God (Rom, xil, 
1, 2), we have just that much of the 


| plant. 


kingdoni In us, a foretaste of eterna 
glory. May we ever say from the 
heart cheerfully, “Thy will be done.” 
Is t possible for us to think that we 
are In the will of God when we are 
simply working out our own will? It 
is to be feared so. I could believe that 
Paul was right In resisting all the en- 
treaties of his fellow believers and 
fellow laborers unto the kingdom and 
determining to go to Jerusalem at any 
cost were it not that the Spirit said to 
Pau! that he should not go (verses 4, 
11). The disciples said to Paul through 
the Spirit that he shoul@ not zo, 


Government Pork Packing Plant 


Edmonton.—W. T. Finley, minister 
of agriculture, denies a rumor to the 
effect that the provincial government 
is proposing to take over a local pack- 
ing house for pork packing purposes 
in fulfillment of the promise of a gov- 
ernment owned and operated packing 
The government's proposal, as 
outlined at the last session of the pro- 
vincial legislature in accordance with 
the recommendations submitted by 
the pork packing commission, is to 
establish a government packing plant, 
provided the farmers agree to raise a 
certain number of hogs per year, an1 
furnish a guarantee to sell their hogs 
to the government plant only. tyes 

For the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the farmers of the province 
are ready to enter an agreement to 
this effect, the department of agri- 
culture Ras placed a man in the field 
to visit all the farmers in turn. This 
agent is still at work, and until he 
completes his work the government. 
will not take any steps in the matter. 
There is an appropriation of $50,000 
towards the establishment of the 
plant, and this amount the govern- 
ment is prepared to expend the mo- 
ment it is assured that the farmers are 
at its baek. 


Leprosy Robbed of Horrors 

Bergen, Norway.—Dr. G. Armauer 
Hansen and Professor Ehlers of Cop- 
enhagen, when questioned, respecting 
some of the problems before the lep- 
rosy conference, now in session here, 
agreed in saying that the disease is 
not. hereditary or contagious, though 
heretofore it has been held to be both. 

The bacilli, they say, enter the body 
everywhere and blood-sucking insects, 
such as gnats and bedbugs, are prob- 
ably instrumental in disseminating 
the disease. 

Clinical experience, said these au- 
thorities, proves that the malady is 
not incurable, about 6 per cent of the 


cases showing’ recovery. Subcut- 
ancously injections of nastin, they 
held, were dangerous, but radium 


possibly was curative in its effect. 

The general treatment of leprosy, 
said the doctors, was advancing in the 
dirsetion of paying more attention to 
preventive measures, such as greater 
cleanliness and an improved standard 
of living.

Harbin, Manchuria.—Three mem- 
bers of a party of four Russian politi- 
cal prisoners are now at large near 
Harbin while the fourth man is dead. 
The prisoners were being conducted 
through the country by a detachment 
of gendarmes. They attacked their 
four guards killing them all. One of 
the prisoners lost his life during the 
struggle, but the others got away un- 
injured.

‘DISCOVERY OF THE POLE RICHNESS OF NORTH COUNTRY COLONIES SHOULD HEIP CATTLE EMBARGO REMAINS 


DR. COOK IS GIVEN CREDIT FOR 
COMPLETE SUCCESS

Many are still Somewhat Doubtful but 
the General Opinion seems to be 
That the North Pole Has Been 
Reached by Dr. Cook—Life Sketch | 
of the Modest but Intrepid Ex- 
plorer. | 


New York.—The dream of findin 
the North Pole has for centuries lure 
explorers, scientists and daring ad- 
venturers. Whether this dream has 
now become a reality by the achieve- 
inent. of Dr. Frederick A. Cook, of 
Brooklyn, rests thus far upon the re- 
ports cabled from ‘Copenhagen, ap- 
parently a laconic message from Ler- 
wick, Shetland Islands, whence he is 


proceeding to Copenhagen saying: 
“Successful, Well. Address, Copen- 
hagen.” 


ew York:—Cyrus C. Adams, chief | 
geographical expert of the American 
Geographical society, and author of 
several well known works on geo- 
graphical subjects, said that his ex- 
amination of Dr, Cook’s narrative had 
convinced him that the explorer's 
claim to the discovery of the north 
pole is genuine, and will stand. 

Washington.—Maurice F. Egan, the 
United States minister at Copenhagen, 
has telegraphed the state department 
that Dr. Cook’s reported discovery of 
the North Pole, has been corroborated 
by Dergaard Jansen, the Danish in- 
spector of North Greenland. 

Christiana.—Capt.. Amundsen, the 
explorer, ridicules the suggestion that 
Dr. Cook has merely found the mag- 
netic pole. The magnetic pole is on 
the west side, quite removed from Dr. 
Cook’s course. “I know Dr. Cook to 
be absolutely reliable.”

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the Ameri- 
can, who is reported to have reached 
the North Pole, was born in Calicoon 
Depot, Sullivan County and is a resi- 
dent of Brooklyn, N.Y. For years he 
has given his attention to Arctic ex- 
plorations and in 1891-2, he was sur- 
geon of the Peary Arctic expedition. | 
He has received numerous decorations 
from the geographical societies of 
Europe for his researches and writ- 
ings in the Polar field. 

Dr. Cook started on his present ex- 
pedition in the summer of 1907, sail- 
ing from North Sydney, C.B., on 
board the schooner, Jno. A. Bradley, 
with Capt. Moses Bradley as sailing 
master. The party was _ re-inforced 
with sleds, dogs and Arctic equipment 
at Etah, Greenland, whence they 
sailed on March 13, 1908. 

Dr. Cook’s plan was to set aside all 


= 
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Pole during the winter months when 
the elements are considered least ad- 
vantageous for an advance northward, 
Nothing has been heard from Dr. 
Cook for the last eighteen months. A 
special committee of the Arctic club 
has, however, made careful calcula- 
tion upon his probable whereabouts 
oud had reached the conclusion that 

r. Cook had discovered the Pole. 

It was Dr. Cook’s plan to make his 
base of supplies or permanent camp 
at Annatok, in Greenland about 20 
miles north of Etah, This would place 
him about 1,000 miles from the North 
Pole. He first made his way west- 
ward out of the cache and across to 
Ellismere Land. The Arctic club cal- 
culates that he reached this position 
in the spring of 1908. The last news 
received from him was dated March 
17, 1908, when he was. near Cape 
Thomas Hubbard. He reported that 
his health was excellent, that he 
had picked a large party of Eski- 
mos of superior intelligence and 
that the prospects for success was | 
bright. He intended to push on to the | 
northern point of Greenland and from 
there to start his dash to the Pole in 
the winter of 1908. He expected to 
return to his headquarters at Anna- 
toka not later than next month. 

Dr. Cook was born in 1865. He was 
married in 1902 to Miss Mary Hunt. | 
His wife has close calculations on his | 
progress and has shared the belief of | 
the Arctic club that her husband has 
achieved the goal of the North Pole. 


Divorce Grows in Canada 
Ottawa.—The prevalent evil of di- | 
vorce and the increasing extent to | 
which it is sought is indicated in the 
official records of the divorce commit- | 
tee of the Canadian senate, which | 
handles cases from Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba and the two new eastern 
rovinces. The province of Nova 
cotia, New Brunswick and British 
Columbia have divorce courts of their 
own, and it is a rare thing for a case 
to some from Prince Edward Island. 

From the upper and middle classes 
of society the cases originate almost 
entirely, for divorce, obtained by act 
of parliament, is a rather expensive 
procedure. It is true that there is | 
f® provision for dealing with cases’ in 
forma pauperis, but they very rarely 
come up, The average divorce, se- 
cured at Ottawa, costs from $500 up- 
ward. 

The number of applications for di- 
vorce to be passed upon at the com- 
ing session of parliament, which 
opens in November, demonstrates 
that the evil seems to be getting ay 
stronger foothold in Canada.

Premier Asquith Says That He Sees no 
Possibility of Freeing Canadian Cat- 
tle from Present Restrictions 


London.—A deputation of various 
trading interests attended parliament 
recently to ask the government to re- 
move the embargo on the importation 
of Canadian cattle. Premier Asquith, 
in reply, said he regretted that he 
saw no possibility of acceding to this 
} request, for while it might be true 
that disease appeared from time to 
time in the United States with disas- 
trous results, it was impossible for 
this purpose to put Canada and the 
United States into water tight com- 
partments, owing to the long and 
loosely regarded boundary line. 

Earl Carrington, president of the 
board of agriculture, in expressing | 
jagreement with the premier admitted 
that Canada was free from disease 
with respect to its cattle, but pointed 
out the terrible danger on the occasion 
of the outbreak in Buffalo and in De- 
troit last December. It was only the 
extreme vigilance of the Canadian au- 
thorities, then, he said, that had saved 
Canada and Great Britain from a ter- 
rible catastrophe and he said he would 
never forget the anxiety which was 
caused at the time. 

The New Westminster Gazette says 
circumstances with regard to the beef 
supply will shortly arise which will 
make it undesirable to maintain the 
embargo on Canadian storage cattle. 

Anxiety for Capt. Bernier 

Montreal.—A good deal of anxiety 
is being expressed in government 
marine circles over the disappearance 
of Captain Bernier, Canada’s ambiti- 
ous Arctic explorer. Captain Bernier | 
left Quebee on a voyage to the north- 
ern seas in July 1908, and since then 
no direct word has beer: received from | 
him. The last word received of his ex: | 
pedition on the government ship| 
Arctic was last October, nearly a year | 
ago, when whalers returning to Scot- 
land reported that Bernier’s expedi-|! 
tion had been planting the Union Jack 
on a good many islands in the Arctic 
seas. Since then silence has prevailed 
as to the expedition and no mention | 
of it has been made by Scottish 
whalers who returned this summer. 

Bernier went forth with a_ well 
equipped expedition to make surveys | 
and to collect customs dues from 
American whalers. He was always 
anxious to go in search of the pole 
and it is thought that after concluding 
his regular work he may have found 
favorably opportunity and started on 
a voyage of discovery. On his other

His Majesty has expressed a wish to 
visit Ireland fairly frequently, but his 
numerous other engagements during 
the last few years have prevented him 
carrying out his desire. The next state 
visit to the Emerald Isle, it is believ- 
ed, will extend to a fortnight. A week 
will be spent in Dublin, after which 
King Edward will visit the other prin- 
cipal centres, including Belfast, 
Waterford and Cork. It is, in fact, 
probable that the King will not visit 
the continent this adjumn, but take a 
cruise in his yacht instead, in which 
event His Majesty will put into sev- 
eral Irish ports. 

The visit will be purely private, al- | 
though the King may land and motor | 
to the different places of interest he | 
has not already visited. Edinburgh 
also expects a visit of two ‘days’ dura- 
tion from His Majesty this autumn on 
his way to Balmoral.

THE TREELESS PRAIRIES 


DOMINION FORESTRY ASSOCIA. 
TION CONVENES AT REGINA 


Citizens of the West are Well Repre- 
sented at the Meeting and Great 
Interest is Manifested in the Sub- 
ject of Prairie Forestrye—Lieut.- 
Gov. Forget Delivers an Interesting 
Opening Address. 

Regina.—The special meeting of the 
Dominion Forestry 
convened here, under the chairman- 
ship of Hon. W. T. Pipes, commis- 
sioner of crown lands and forests of 
the province of Nova Scotia.  Ad- 
dresses of weicome were delivered by 
Lieut.-Gov. Forget, Premier Scott, 
Mayor Williams, President MacAra of 
the board of trade, and Minister of 
Agriculture Motherwell. All dealt par- 
ticularly with the fact that Regina 
was the most fitted place for holding 
the convention, because here on the 
great treeless plain the objects of the 
association could be most fully appre- 
ciated. 

Citizens of the west were well re- 
presented at the meeting, and the in- 
terest taken in the subject of prairie 
firestry by the people of this part of 
Canada was evinced by those who 
came from the east, and by the names 
of those who sent letters of regret at 
tueir inability to be present. 

Lieut.-Gov. Forget, of Saskatchewan, 
in his opening address stated in part: 

We all know that it is difficult to 
find any very extensive district divid- 
ed in its virgin state in due propor- 
tion between forest and plain. As a 
rule it is all dense forest, or all open 
ecur try. Brom the point of view of 
the agriculturists of these two condi- 
tions the latter is naturally preferred. 
This is practically. the existing condi- 
tion in this province. In fact, the 
greatest attraction of Saskatchewan is 
its rich plain, all ready for the plow 
and capable from the first of yielding 
good returns to the settlers. This is so 
much the case that although the old- 
est settlers have been on their lands 
only a few years, all have done well, 
and already a considerable number 
have actually enriched themselves. 

However gratifying these results, the 
nbsence of trees on the most desirable 
homesteads was keenly felt from the 
very first, especially in the case of 
those who came from places where 
trees are in greater profusion, and it 
certainly delights one to see here and 
there throughout the province the ef- 
iurts that have been made to change 
these conditions. I was personally
